Torpoint (Cornish: Penntorr) is a town in the far South East of Cornwall, 
England, separated from the City of Plymouth by a stretch of water referred 
to as the Hamoaze, which itself is the mouth of the River Tamar. It is on the 
Rame Peninsula. 


Origin of name 


It is a common tale that Torpoint's name is derived from Tar Point, a name 
given because of the initial industry on the west bank of the Hamoaze. 
However this is actually a nickname given by workers, torpoint meaning 
prominent/rocky point in dialect. |

History 
Torpoint was established by Sir Richard Carew-Pole in the Parish of Anthony in 17xx. 


Due to the presence of Devonport Dockyard, the town grew as Dockyard workers settled there. 


The establishment of the Royal Navy's main training facility, HMS Raleigh, on the west side of Torpoint, boosted 
the number of inhabitants even more. 


Torpoint's link to Plymouth (and Devonport) is faciltitated by three passenger and vehicle ferries. The current 
ferries are self-propelled across the river by pulling themselves on chains. These chains sink to the bottom to 
allow shipping movements in the river. The ferry journey takes approximately 10 minutes. 


Torpoint's population is approximately 11,000. There are a number of good pubs and restaurants in Torpoint and 
one night club. This night club is called the 'Harbour Lights' commonly referred to in it's local dialect as the 
‘loyts'. The harbour lights is reasonably well know due to HMS Raleigh being located in Torpoint and even 
appeared in jackspeak , a dictionairy of matlow words. 


In the Cornish language Torpoint is called Penntorr, which is now the name of a local folk band.

GCCDC is one of seventeen CDC's that 
joined together to form the MON VALLEY INITIATIVE (MVI), a coalition representing 
33 communities throughout the Monongahela Valley. The local CDC's, including 
GCCDC, are made up of volunteers interested in the sustained development of their 
communities. Professional staff is available at MVI to provide technical and 
administrative assistance. 


The study resulted in site plans which include locations for the major elements of the 
riverfront development with preliminary cost estimates for construction. The following 
elements are addressed in the site plans: 


. Landing dock area 

. Riverwalk alignment 

. Observation tower location 

. Visitor Center/Museum location 
. Multi-media exhibits 

. Parking/associated facilities

The location of the study encompasses a 1.1 mile long section of the riverfront on the 
west bank of the Monongahela River approximately from mile point 41.25 to mile 
point 42.25. The proposed facilities would be immediately adjacent to the existing 
Charleroi recreation area which includes open green areas, ballfields, playground 


equipment and pavillions with picnic tables. A strip mall is located between the town 
and the recreation area. 


Both the community and facilities developed by this study are readily accessible from 
Interstate 70 with east and west bound exits, the Mon Fayette Expressway, and an 
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active railroad track adjacent to the proposed facilities. There is potential for oo 
favorable economic impact on the community from these modes of transportaition in 
addition to the planned water traffic. 


All forms of transportation provide convenient and easy access to Charleroi for 
visitors and locals. The Penn-Dot traffic count on Route 70 is 42,000 cars per day 
(2001 data). The Charleroi Exit on Interstate 70 is located 1.5 miles south of the 
project area. The Mon Fayette Expressway is about 3 miles away. Railroad facilities 
are located within 600 yards of the project site and could accomodate day trip 
excursions. These trail trips are already a popular family activity and could be 
developed for Charleroi and nearby attractions. 


The project area has some very unique features: 


a. The river bank is not encumbered by railroad track. 
b. A working lock is visible from the site, and an historical lock is also visible. 


c. Some of the historic buildings are still in use for glass production and some 
employee/company housing dates to the founding of the Hussey-Binns Shovel 


Factory. 


d. Much of the original architecture in the town is preserved or is being preserved. 
The preservation will be formally submitted for consideration as an historic district. 


HISTORIC BACKGROUND 


The proposed project and its many pieces relate harmoniously and enhance the 
industrial themes that are the focus of Charleroi's rich industrial history, one that 
would be preserved and highlighted by the visitor center/museum, the observation 
tower and associated multi-media exhibits, offering educational opportunities for 
scholars of all levels. 


Charleroi, founded in 1890, was named after Charleroi, Belgium. Belgian 
businessmen established a production facility and brought glass workers and 
technologists from Belgium. Within a few years, the town grew to become a major 
producer of glass products. These products included bottles, plate glass, and lamp 
chimneys. The Charleroi Plate Glass company was founded in 1884. The plant was 
purchased by Pittsburgh Plate Glass (PPG) in 1895 and named "Works No. 6": The 
plant operated until the late 1930's. 


In 1893, George A. MacBeth founded the "George A. MacBeth Pearl Glass Lamp 
Chimney Company". The facility included a blowing room, finishing department and 
warehouse. The products were marketed throught North America, Europe and Africa. 
The MacBeth company merged with a firm owned by Thomas Evans. Among many 
glass products produced by MacBeth-Evans was colorful tableware known as 
“depression glass", which in now collected and sought after worldwide. The 
area? of glass continues today at World Kitchen, the present owner of the 
acility. 


The industrial base of Charleroi included Hussey-Binns Shovel Works, which produced 
shovels for the coal industry. This was important since coal, at that time, was loaded 
by hand into wagons underground. Also in the area was the Lee Norse Company, 
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which produced a revolutionary continuous mining machine. That company was 
subsequently purchased by Ingersol-Rand and continued to operate until recent 
times. 


A quality wooden toy producer, Channel Craft, Inc., currently occupies a property 
adjacent to the river in North Charleroi within the area proposed for this study. 
Channel Craft produces toys in a modern factory and markets them internationally. 


An 1897 rendering of Charleroi shows eight industies in town: Pittsburgh Plate Glass, 
George A. MacBeth Glass Company, Charleroi Coal Works, Charleroi Brick Works, 
Hussey-Binns Shovel Works, Bamford Silk Mills, Hamilton Bottle Works, and Walton 
Lumber Company. ; 
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Charleroi's diverse and prosperous industrial history, as reviewed briefly above, could 
not have survived and flourished without the vital transportation link provided by the 
Monongahela River. Use of the river as a transportation tool extends back to the pre- 
Columbian Monongahela Indians, who used the river for food as well as 
transportation. The locks and dams for flood control and transportation were 
completed through to Morgantown, West Virginia in 1889. The completion was 
commemorated when the steamboat "James G. Blaine" navigated the river from 
Pittsburgh to Morgantown on November 8, 1889. Charleroi was founded the next 
year, 1890. The principal element for glass production, sand, was mined from 
naturally occurring deposits along the nearby banks and shipped by "sand boats" on 
the river. Cheap and abundant energy, Pittsburgh seam coal, was mined throughout 
the river basin and transported by river to the factories. The ease of transportation 
offered by the river encouraged the expansion of business in Charleroi, forever tying 
the town's history to the river. 


Each piece of the proposed riverfront development project is an integral part of the 
whole showcase of Charleroi's industrial past. All of the pieces would come together 
to form a community resource designed to spotlight industrial development in 
Charleroi and how that tied into neighboring communities and busineses to form a 
region rich in history. 


The observation tower would provide a clear view of the currently operating Lock #4, 
allowing observers to see coal and other basic materials locking through the 
chambers. This modern lock (on the east bank) and the former lock (on the west 
bank) will both be visible from the propsoed site. An observation area of this type is 
located at the Mira Flores Lock, Panama Canal, and is an extremely popular tourist 
attraction. 


The proposed visitor center/museum and observation tower would provide an 
opportunity for the link between the river and Charleroi's industrial heritage to come 
alive to current residents and visitors to the riverfront. The riverwalk and observation 
tower would allow visitors to see firsthand how the river is still currently being used 
by industry to move coal and other materials. 


The vistor center/museum would house exhibits which would chronicle, among other 
| things, stories and industrial artifacts from the abovementioned companies, the 
i @ history and development of the lock and dam flood control system with emphasis on 
| Lock #4, exhibits on past flooding of the river, information on the Monongahela 
Indians, the history of glass production and smaples of glass, current toys produced 
that could be for sale and more.

History of Monongalia County, WV, 1883 
James Steele was an early settler. His son John married Margaret Robinson and settled on Tom’s Run about 90 years 
ago. His son John R. Now resides on the old homestead. 


The New Dominion (Morgantown, WV) January 7, 1888: 
John R. Steele: Died at his residence on December 28" in his 76" year. Mr. Steele was a most excellent citizen, a 
good neighbor, and an inoffensive man. 


The New Dominion (Morgantown, WV), Saturday, January 7, 1888: 
John R. Steele died at his home in Clinton District on Wednesday, December 28, 1887, aged 76 years. Deceased is highly 
spoken of by those who knew him best.

5""I give and bequeath to 
Moses Steel son of Thomas Steel a coult that he has in possession forever. 6 I give and bequeath to Henry Steel, son 
of Thomas Steel a mare that he has in possession forever. 7 I give and bequeath to Eleanor Steel wife of Thomas 
Steel a cow that she has in her possession forever. 8 I give and bequeath to the heirs of James Steel Dec’d ten 
shillings to be paid by my executors out of my personal estate.

She was called by death very suddenly on 
Nov. 17th, 1911, while visiting with her daughter, Mrs. W.E. Ambers at 
Clarksburg, W. Va. The mortal remains of Mr. and Mrs. Jacob H. Newman 
lie buried side by side in Mt. Union Cemetery near their old home place. 
They were both faithful and consistent members of the M.E. Church. Mr. 
Newman was politically Republican and served as inspector of elections in 
his district for six consecutive years, 1866-1871. He had been mail 
carrier from Morgantown to Stewartstown for some years and was for a 
long time the sexton of Mt. Union cemetery.

I believe there were seven 
children, five boys and two girls." 


William Robe was compensated 2 pounds, 10 shillings and threepence for salt he supplied to troops in 
Lord Dunmore's War.

In the 1790 Census for Monongalia County, Wm. Robe (7 white persons) is enumerated between 
James Mahon and Cornelious King. 


1800 (?)William Robe, Sr., yeoman, appeared on a list of persons indicted by the Commonwealth of 
Virginia for not voting for some person for representatives for Monongalia County and a Senator for 
the district to the General Assembly (county court records envelope 114c). A yeoman is a farmer who 
works the land with animals hitched to a yoke.

!Death: Death is described in Currey-Barker-Baldwin genealogy as follows: "I have heard it said that 
great-grandfather (William Robe) was found dead with a nail drove through his temple. A quote from 
Judges 4 Chapter & 21st verse: Then Jael Heber's wife took a nail of the tent, and took an hammer in 
her hand, and went softly unto him, and smote the nail into his temples, and fastened it into the 
ground: for he was fast asleep and weary. So he died." Emma Eliza Laughlin notes from a trip to 
Monongalia Co. in 1938: "All the old Robe family were buried on the Robe farm about three miles back 
from Uffington, W. Va.

In 
the name of God, Amen, I, William Robe, of Monongalia County and state of Virginia, being weak of 
body and of perfect mind and memory, acknowledging and believing that it is appointed for all men 
once to die, do, this third day of March in the year of Our Lord one thousand eight hundred and one, 
make and publish this my last will and testament, in the way and manner following, that is to say-- 
First and principally I recommend my soul to God who gave it and my body to the earth to be decently 
buried at the discretion of my executors, and as to my worldly estate wherewith it has pleased God to 
bless me, I will and bequeath in the following manner: First, I will and bequeath unto Sarah my 
beloved wife all that part of the tract of land whereon I now live that lies west of Surat's run and 
whereon a certain Marsh Duvall now lives to the only use and benefit of her my said wife during her 
natural life with full power to dispose of it as she may think proper at her death. I also will and 
bequeath to my said wife the undisturbed use of the lower room in my new building on the said tract 
of land during her natural life, also her choice of two of my beds and furniture suitable thereto 
together with as much of my household furniture as she chooses. Also one horse and two cows such as 
she may choose out of my stock, which horse and cows I hereby will and direct my son Josiah to 
support with provender &c, and also to find her my said wife in a sufficiency of good suitable 
provisions and also as sufficiency of fire wood cut and laid at her door during the run of her natural life 
and also pay her my said wife fifty pounds at any time when she demands it of my said son Josiah. 
Secondly, I will and bequeath to my two sons David and Robert all my other lands (exclusive of the 
tract of land and plantation whereon I now live and a small survey of fifteen acres adjoining thereto) to 
be equally divided between them my said two sons David and Robert according to quantity and quality 
reserving to my said son Robert in said division that part of my said land whereon he now lives and my 
said son David is to have no allowance in said division for any improvement made by my son Robert 
where he my said son Robert now lives. Thirdly, I will and bequeath to my said son David the one half 
of all the grain now in my stockyard, he my said son David to assist in threshing and cleaning the 
same. Fourthly, I will and bequeath to my son Josiah all that tract of land and plantation whereon I 
now live except that part of it herein before bequeathed to my wife together with the small survey of 
fifteen acres before mentioned. Also that part of said tract herein before bequeathed to my said wife 
provided she dies intestate together with all my stock of horses cattle sheep and hogs and all my 
household furniture goods and chattels farming utensils whatsoever that is not herein before 
bequeathed. Fifthly, I will and bequeath to my two daughters Mary Stuart and Sarah Sutton each a 
Bibel to be purchased by my executors out of my personal estate and delivered to them respectively at 
a convenient time by my said executors and I do hereby appoint my said sons Robert and Josiah 
executors of this my last will and testament hereby revoking all former will or wills by me heretofore 
made and hereby acknowledging this and this only to be my last will and testament. In witness 
whereof I have hereunto set my hand and affixed my seal this third day of March as aforesaid 1801.

released, enlisted and served under Washington as a drum-major. He 
was the first in the family to learn the stone cutting craft which he 
learned after the Rev. War when he settled in PA.

They said you should have them by 
aturday. 


| was reading back over some of your emails that | saved and | am still confused about how we are connected. 


Is it that the daughter of James Liviskie, Jr. (my cousin) is married to your son? I'm just trying to get this straight 
in my mind. 


| know for a fact that Andrew Liviskie was Roman Catholic as were all his brothers and sisters. The victims of the 
flood are all buried in the Roman Catholic cemetary in Smithton. At that time the Catholic Church would not 
permit anyone who was not baptised and confirmed as Roman Catholic be buried in "sacred ground". They are 
there for sure so | am pretty sure they were all Catholic. 


| think | know where the Jewish thing came from. My mother told me that my grandmother and grandfather 
Liviskie lived with a Jewish gentleman who came from Germany prior to WWII. He had no living relatives here 
and when he died, he left everything to them. In fact, | have some of the "Jewish" cut glass that my grandmother 
had inherited. 


| have to say that I'm not surprised about James Liviskie, Jr. being a little strange. | told you, their family never 
mingled much with us. His mother was really wierd. She was a member of the DAR and | think she was 
embarassed by the fact that her husband's family were such recent immigrants. 


| am almost positive that my grandfather, Andrew Liviskie, was born in Poland. Exactly where, I'm not sure. My 
mother said that during and after WWII her father corresponded with family in Poland. | believe he may have 
even sent them money. The picture | sent you of Andrew Liviskie as a young man is supposedly was taken 
shortly after he came to this country. He was only 65 when he died, so | don't see how that was possible. My 
mother is convinced that he lied to the authorities about being born in this country because he and his family were 
here illegally and he was afraid of being deported. This could be another reason why he never had a bank 
account or a driver's license. He kept all his money in a huge safe in their house. 


My mother told me that when the stock market crashed in 1929, her father was the only one in the whole town of 
Fayette City who had any money. Supposedly, he bought up property when it went up for taxes and let the 
people who formerly owned it live in it rent free. When they got back on their feet financially, he let them buy it 
back for what he had paid for it as long as they paid him in cash. She also told me that she and her sister and 
mother baked bread every week and the family went at night putting it outside people's doors who had nothing to 
eat. When my grandfather died, there were red roses everywhere from grateful people. | was only 5 but to this 
day | remember seeing him laying in a gray suit in a coffin surrounded by huge bouquets of red roses. As | 
remember it, | can almost smell the roses it is that vivid a memory. It had to be some specticle if it is that 


. embedded in the memory of a then 5 year old. It is especially significant because it is one of the very few 


childhood memories that | have. 


If you don't want to hear this stuff, just let me know. I've been writing stories about my family for years, trying to 
put down stories I've been told as | remember them. They may be somewhat fictionalized because it has been 
many years since I've heard them. If you like, | will prode my mother's memory with some of these stories and 

check them for accuracy. 


To change the subject, I've been looking for my great-grandfather on my Dad's side. His name was either 
Aldorse Bailey or Aldorse DuBaillee. He was a barber in Perryopolis, PA. The only thing | can find is a few 
census records and his obituary. | can't find any other records of him. He was my grandfather's father. My 
grandfather was William Montgomery Bailey and he was married to Florence Hazel Lynn. 


| would appreciate it if you could use your resources to try to find more about him.

| spoke with Mom on the phone this evening and she gave be a little information that you may or may not have. 


She told me that her mother and dad (Sylvia and Andrew) had three babies before James who did as infants. 
There were two girls: one name Gertrude and Mom couldn't remember the other. She said the third was a baby 
boy they never named because he didn't live but a few hours. They are all three buried in unmarked graves in the 
Same cemetary and on the same plot as my grandparents. Mom said the cemetary where Andrew and Sylvia and 
many of the other Rhodes family members are buried is called the Red Brick Cemetary and the family who owned 
it or ran it were called Hough. 


She did tell me something interesting about her Uncle Russell Rhodes and her Uncle Walter Rhodes. Russell 
was married to a lady by the name of Kate. Kate had a daughter whose name was Myrtle and she married Uncle 
Walter. Walter is the one who died in Somerset Hospital. For years he was committed to that mental institution. | 
remember going to visit him there as a kid. 


Mom said that Andrew had a sister named Laura who lived in Donora, PA. Mom said she didn't speak any 
English and doesn't remember what ever happened to her or her family. 


She said that her Aunt Ora was married to her first husband when she had two children. One was a girl she 
couldn't remember the name and the other was a boy they called Bud. 


John and Suzanna Moniac (Sylvia's sister) had three children. Bernise, Myrtle and Sonny. Mom said Sonny and 
Myrtle are both deceased; but, she talks to Bernise nearly every week. 


She also said that she isn't sure of the name of the Catholic Cemetary in Smithton. She is planning to go there 
this summer and she will check the tombstone and find the name of the cemetary for you. 


She also said that if you had specific questions, to email them to me and if she remembered, she would answer 
them. As | talked with her, | could jog her memory and she would go off on a tangent. She said that my cousin, 
Enoch James Eley, Jr. has a daughter named Janet Rae and my cousin, Joyce gave the family photo album to 
her. She lives in New Jersey. She is planning to come to visit my mother with the album to get Mom to tell her 
who the people in the pictures are. Mom said she would try to get copies of the pictures for me so that | could 
share them with you. 


So, ... if you have any questions, please feel free to send them my way. | will be happy to ask my mother. | an 
thinking about making a trip to PA in the fall to collect some things from my mother's house and bring her to Texas 
for the winter. | will try to copy some of the pages from the family Bible that have dates of birth and death for 
some of the relatives. The information about the children of Sylvia and Andrew was torn from the Bible by Uncle 
Jim Liviskie and his daughter told my mother she has no intention of giving them back to my mother. She 
promised to make copies; but, never has. | doubt we will ever see those pages again. It is a shame that 
someone would deface a historical document like that and refuse to give stolen material back to its rightful owner. 
Besides, what is she going to do with it? She and her brother got some of the nicest pieces of my grandmother's 
furniture from their father. Besides, they never really had anything to do with us. Oh well, that was then and this 
is now. It would be nice to at least have the information from those pages to verify information. 


| hope I've given you a little more than you had. As soon as our church is back to normal (whatever that is) | will 
try to go through our cedar chest and see if | have more pictures of the family. | think | have my Aunt Wilma's 
wedding picture somewhere. I'll continue to look if you like.

Alleged to have been knocked into 
the water from the ferry on which 
he was a passenger, James Edward 
Miller, 51, 189 Main street, Fayette 
City, died by drowning in the Mon- 
ongahela River at Allenport last 
night at 10:45 o'clock. 

Tye witnesses reported that Miller 
was knocked jnto the water about fif- 


_ teen feet from tae shore by an auto- 


mobile which wag being ferried across 
the river.

“My mother died of pneumonia in a nursing home. But she had some sort of an infection, 
too. She used to tell me she’d had three husbands and I’d had none. She wasn’t joking; she was 
being nasty! Her second husband was Thomas Gulevicz—I’m not sure how to spell it. There’s a Z in 
there somewhere. They were married about two years, and he died in an automobile accident. She 
came up to visit my sister Sara, and she met her third husband on the bus. He sent her flowers on her 
birthday, and before I knew it, she was married again. I thought, “Haven’t you learned anything?” 

“I was born in Scotland. Mother went back to visit her family and found out she was 
pregnant. She decided she’d better stay over there until I was born. (1926) I was born three months 
premature. She’d gone on a buggy ride with her brother and had been bumping all over—I think that’s 


why I was born early.”

I met Sarah McLatchie (Ferguson) in Scotland when we went over there in 1960. I called 
her Aunt Fetty. She lived in Glasgow. We traveled on the Queen Mary going one way and on the 
Queen Elizabeth going the other way. I don’t remember which. They were wonderful ships. When 
we went, they still had a class division. We were in second class. We would have dinner at 5 or 6 
and then first class would eat at 7 or 8. We visited so many relatives in Scotland that one day I 
counted I had drunk eleven cups of tea. I really had to go to the bathroom! Each person you visited 
would offer you tea and whatever they had to eat. We visited Dick McLatchie. He was very old and 
in a nursing home then, but we saw him.

Ballymena (Irish: An Baile Mednach, i.e. middle townland) APA Belles Mediinch 


is a town in County Antrim, Northern Ireland and the seat of 
Ballymena Borough Council. It had a population of 28,717 
people in the 2001 Census.

The town is built on land given to the Adair family by King 
Charles I in 1626, on the basis that the town holds two 
annual fairs and a free Saturday market in perpetuity.

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Early history 


The first recorded history of the Ballymena area dates to the Early Christian period from the Sth to the 7th 
century. Ringforts found in the townland of Ballykeel and a site known as Camphill Fort in the townland of 
Ballee may also have been of this type. There are a number of souterrain sites within a 2 km radius of the centre 
of Ballymena. 


Two miles north of Ballymena in the townland of Kirkinriola, the ancient parish church and graveyard possess 


several indicators of Early Christian settlement including a souterrain. Also in 1868, a gravedigger found a large 


stone slab on which was carved a cross with the inscription ord do degen. This refers to Bishop Degen, who lived 
in Ireland during the 7th century. This stone is now in the porch of the Parish Church of St Patrick, in the Parish 
of Kilconriola, which is found in Castle Street, Ballymena. 


At the end of the 5th century, a church was founded in Connor, 5 miles south of Ballymena. This was followed by 
a monastery at Templemoyle, Kells. In 831, however, the Norse invaded the Ballymena area, burning the church. 


In the 12th century, the Normans conquered much of County Antrim and County Down and created the core of 
the Earldom of Ulster. During this campaign they built great mounds of earth topped by wooden towers, referred 
to as mottes, as defensive structures. Harryville's motte-and-bailey is one of the best examples of this type of

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fortification in Northern Ireland. Some sources, however, credit the Ui Fhloinn with building the mid-Antrim 
mottes and baileys in imitation of the invaders; the Ui Fhloinn defeated and repelled the Earl of Ulster, John de 
Courcy, in 1177 and 1178. 


In 1315, Edward Bruce (brother of King Robert I of Scotland, known as "Robert Bruce") invaded Ireland. On 
September 10, 1315, at the Battle of Tawnybrack (5 miles south of Ballymena at Kells), Edward conquered the 
army of Richard De Burgo, the Norman Ear] of Ulster. 


In 1576, Queen Elizabeth I granted land, including the town of Ballymena, to Sir Thomas Smith. The lands had 
been forfeited to the crown after Shane O'Neill's resistance in the 1560s. Smith brought English settlers to the 
area. By 1581, Smith's settlement failed and the lands reverted to the crown. 


On May 10, 1607, King James I granted the native Irish chief, Ruairi Og MacQuillan the Ballymena Estate. The 
estate passed through several owners, eventually passing into the possession of William Adair, a Scottish laird 
from Kinhilt in southwestern Scotland. The estate was temporarily renamed "Kinhilstown" after the Adair's lands 
in Scotland. The original castle of Ballymena was built in the early 17th century, situated to take advantage of an 
ancient ford over the River Braid. In 1626 Charles I confirmed the grant of the Ballymena Estate to William 
Adair, giving him the right to hold a market at Ballymena on every Saturday. 


In 1641, the local Ballymena garrison fought against the rebels but had to retreat to Carrickfergus. Ballymena's 
first market house (on the site of the present town hall) was built in 1684. 


In 1690, the Duke of Wiirttemburg, a Williamite general, used Galgorm Castle as his headquarters. Sir Robert 
Adair raised a Regiment of Foot for King William III and fought at the Battle of the Boyne. 


By 1704, the population of Ballymena had reached 800. In 1707, the first Protestant (Church of Ireland) parish 
church was built. In 1740, the original Ballymena Castle burned down. The Gracehill Moravian settlement was 
founded in 1765. During the 1798 rebellion, Ballymena was occupied from June 7 to June 9 by a force of around 
10,000 United Irishmen, who stormed the Market House (now the Town Hall) killing three of its defenders. 


The first Roman Catholic church in Ballymena was not consecrated until 1827. By 1834 the population of 
Ballymena was about 4,000. In 1848 the Belfast and Ballymena Railway was established. In 1865 Robert 
Alexander Shafto Adair started building Ballymena Castle, a magnificent family residence, in the Demesne. The 
Castle was not completed until 1887. 


20th century 


In 1900, Ballymena assumed urban status. The Adairs disposed of most of their Ballymena estate to the 
occupying tenants in 1904, under the provisions of the Irish Land Act of 1903. The “old” town hall building, 
which also contained the post office and estate office, burned down in 1919. Prince Albert, Duke of York (later 
King George VI) laid the cornerstone to the new town hall on July 24, 1924, and it was officially opened on 
November 20, 1928. The Urban District Council petitioned for borough status and the Charter was granted in 
December 1937. The first meeting of councillors as a borough Council was held on May 23, 1939. The population 
of Ballymena reached 13,000. Ballymena Castle was demolished in the 1950s. In 1973, the Urban and Rural 
District Councils were merged to create the present Ballymena Borough Council. 


During the later half of the 20th Century Ballymena, like many other once prosperous industrial centres in 
Northern Ireland, experienced an economic downturn. Many of its former factories closed, Ballymena is now 
becoming a centre of information-based, international corporations in an effort to give a kickstart to their stagnant 
economy. 7

“Sally worked as a telephone operator. That’s how she met George Koontz. She worked as 
an operator in Winter Park later, too.

It was 
a man from the company that told Sally that George was dead. 

That was Labor Day weekend. In November Sally took the three babies and went to spend 
Thanksgiving with George’s family and got snowed in. Everyone was snowed in. I worked for 
Sealtest Foods then and the drivers could not get out to deliver milk. Sally called to be rescued, and 
we could not get to her. So she said, ‘I’m not staying in Pennsylvania.’ In the spring my father died, 
and Sally talked my mother into going to live in Florida.

“He (Roydell Rosfeld) had come back from WWII, and he wanted to get married. We were 
poor. I was working but there was no money for a wedding. My parents had no money. I was 
ashamed to tell my boyfriend so I ended it. They wanted us to marry in the Presbyterian Church. He 
came from a family better off. They were not well off, but they had the house... Then I was engaged 
again, but he died shortly before the wedding.

Sharon and Jackie standing over me, holding a worm over my mouth.” 


INFORMATION: about Margaret Anderson Naylor and Isabella Anderson from a conversation with 
Isabella Anderson, May 26, 2006 

In the spring (of 1950) my father died, and (my widowed sister Sally Koontz) talked my 
mother into going to live in Florida. One day I came home and found out Mother had sold everything 
in the house except my clothes and a bed I could take to Margaret’s and my father’s wardrobe. They 
said I was to go live with Margaret. I had no money. I could not find a room that I could afford. I 
worked in the Sealtest Dairy office. Eventually, I was office manager. 

I lived with Margaret for about five years. They were not happy with me, and I was ; not happy 
with them. But at the time I gave half my money to Margaret (for her keep) and sent money to 
Mother so she could put it in the collection plate, so that did not leave much for me. Finally, 
Margaret told me to move. I’ve been mad about the way she did it for years. She said, “You ought 
to look in the paper for a room to rent.’ I had a friend in real estate and got in an apartment. I liked 
my apartment. Then Mother’s third husband died, and she called me every night saying, “I need 
you.’ Sally had moved to Clearwater (Florida) and was working in a department store office. And 
then everyone died. Margaret died. (My cousin) Margaret Kerr died. She was my traveling 
companion. I was tired of working at the nursing home where I had a job. So I went to Florida. I 
don’t like Florida but where am I going to go?

Since locating here 
Mr. Craven has become known as the wheat raiser of this section, always succeeding in getting a 
crop and of superior quantity and quality. His crop of 1882 was 2,492 bushes. Mr. Craven has not 
given any attention to local politics but has held school offices. They have one daughter, Ethel.

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RHODES AND RELATED 
FAMILIES 
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(I) The family in Connellsville was founded there by Henry Rhodes , of Germantown, Pennsylvania , a 
descendant of John Roades , the founder. The coming to Fayette county of Henry Rhodes was in 1800 , when 
his daughter Mary married Joseph Smith , who came to investigate a land purchase made by his father, John 
Smith , of Germantown . The history of this purchase is interesting: Colonel Hayes , a revolutionary officer, 
owned, at Barren Run , near Smithtown in Rostraver township, Westmoreland county, Pennsylvania , a tract 
of about twenty-two hundred acres. There he built a log house, the first in the locality. Later he sold his 
holdings to one Shields , who in turn sold the tract to one Backhouse . The latter died before payment was 
made and Shields , being in need of money, advertised it for sale at Greensburg , the county seat; there 
being no bidders, he obtained authority from the court to offer it for sale in Philadelphia , where it was sold in 
1798 to John Smith . In 1800 John Smith sent his son Joseph out to investigate his purchase. The latter, 
before starting on this long trip, married Mary Rhodes and together they came to Western Pennsylvania and 
founded the family later so numerous in and around Smithtown . This brings the narrative to the coming of 
Henry Rhodes , then a resident of Germantown . He accompanied his daughter and son-in-law on their 
western journey in 1800 , no doubt taking his own family along, or bringing them soon after. He lived in the 
old log house built by Colonel Hayes and later bought a farm, on part of which Smithtown now stands. He 
had nine children: John , Michael , Peter , Henry , all of whom founded families, and five daughters, who 
married: Joseph Smith , Peter Sowash , Jacob Fullmer , Solomon Hough and Michael Warner . Henry 

Rhodes , Jr., bought land along the river known as the “Heltervan tract," part of which he sold to his brother 
John. 


(II) John , son of Henry Rhodes , purchased a part of the "Heltervan tract" from his brother Henry , married, 
and there reared a family consisting of Betsey , Samuel , Abraham , Henry John and Joseph. + 


(III) Joseph , son of John Rhodes , a farmer of Westmoreland county , became a wealthy and leading man in 
his community. He married and left issue, including Joseph . 


(IV) Joseph (2), son of Joseph (1) Rhodes , (this name is also spelled in Westmoreland county , Rhoades ) 
was born at Smithtown (now in South Huntington township, Westmoreland county ). He was a farmer and 
distiller; justice of the peace and a member of the Universalist church. He served three years in the civil war 
in Company B, 77th Regiment, Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry, receiving honorable discharge at Nashville, 
Tennessee , June 22, 1865 . He married Susanna Rowe , now deceased. They had nine children, one being 
Henry . 


(V) Henry (2), son of Joseph (2) Rhodes , was born June 9, 1866 . He was educated in the public schools, 
and began business life as manager of the store operated by the Youghiogheny River Coal Company. He later 
formed a partnership with Irwin Smith , and until 1900 they operated a general store at Blythedale . In that 
year they sold out to the Pittsburgh Coal Company, and Mr. Rhodes settled in Connellsville with his family. He 
purchased the general store of I. C. Smutz and continued in business until 1910 . He then engaged in real 
estate and insurance, until April, 1912 , when he embarked in the grocery business. He is an active Democrat 
and was school director of New Haven borough before consolidation. He is prominent in the Masonic order, 
being a past master and holding the thirty-second degree of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite; in religlous 
faith a Methodist. He married Mollie , daughter of John Branthoover , for many years foreman, later 
superintendent of a coal company in Indiana county, Pennsylvania . His first wife died young, leaving a 
daughter Mollie , aforementioned, born in Indiana county , December 28, 1867 , who is still living and, like 
her husband, a devoted Methodist. Children of Henry and Mollie Rhodes : Roy Otis , of whom further; Freda , 
Joseph , Gertrude , Marguerite . 


(VI) Roy Otis , eldest son of Henry (2) Rhodes , was born at Smithtown, Pennsylvania , April 20, 1887 . He 
was educated in the public school of Blythedale , and began business life as a clerk in his father's store, 
continuing until he was nineteen years of age. He then spent two years at Valparaiso University (Indiana), _ 
after which he returned to the store. He acquired a knowledge of stenography and for six months held a

position at Dunbar as stenographer. On May 5, 1911 , he opened a gentlemen's furnishing store at No. 809 
West Main street, Connellsville , where he is still located in successful business. He is a Democrat and in 
November, 1911 , was the candidate of his party for city auditor, failing of election by but two votes. He is a 
member of the Methodist Episcopal church, and one of the popular rising young business men of 
Connellsville . 


The Thompsons of Uniontown, Pennsylvania , herein recorded, have an ancestry traced to many lands, 
paternally of Scotch-Irish blood, and maternally of German and Holland Dutch, the Markles coming from 
Alsace and Amsterdam . In this country the Markles settled in Berks county, Pennsylvania , the Thompsons 
coming in from the South, residing for a time in Westmoreland county, Pennsylvania , then going to the “dark 
and bloody" battle grounds of Kentucky . 


The founder of the family in Westmoreland county, Pennsylvania , William Thompson , great-grandfather of 
Josiah V. Thompson , came to Mount Pleasant from the Cumberland Valley of Pennsylvania , from the Big 
Spring Presbyterian Church congregation near Chambersburg, Pennsylvania . He served throughout the 
revolutionary war from beginning to end, serving in the battles of the Brandywine and Germantown in 1776, 
and those of Trenton and Princeton in 1777 , and also at Yorktown , where Cornwallis surrendered. He 
married Mary Jack , of Scotch-Irish and Huguenot descent, daughter of John Jack , who was prominent in 
drafting the "Hannastown Declaration" in 1775 , which preceded both the Mecklenberg Declaration and the 
Declaration of Independence given to the world at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania , July 4, 1776 . Mr. Thompson 
removed to Kentucky after the close of the revolutionary war, became a comrade in arms of Daniel Boone , 
and died in Mason county of the state he helped to create and settle. There are many Thompson families of 
different branches and nationalities, the name being found in England, Ireland and Scotland . In Fayette 
county, Pennsylvania , it is well known and none is more honored. 


(II) Andrew Finley , son of William Thompson , was born in Kentucky in 1789 , died in Westmoreland county, 
Pennsylvania , in 1825 . He served as a soldier in the war of 1812 with three of his brothers. He was taken 
prisoner when Hull surrenderd at Detroit , and after his release tramped on foot to Westmoreland county , 
where relatives were living. There he married Leah , the twenty-second and youngest child of Caspard 
Markle , of Westmoreland county , a native of Berks county, Pennsylvania (see Markle ), and with his bride 
soon after returned to Kentucky , with her on horseback over the wilderness trail; she died in that state in 
1824 . He then returned to Westmoreland county, Pennsylvania , accompanied by his two younger children, 
and there his death occurred. Children of Mr. and Mrs. Thompson ; William L. , died aged twenty years in 
Missouri ; Mary , married J. P. Crothers , of Fayette county, Pennsylvania ; Jasper Markle , of whom further. 


(III) Jasper Markle , son of Andrew Finley Thompson , was born near Washington , Mason county, Kentucky , 
August 30, 1822 , died March 15, 1889 , at his residence in Menallen township, Fayette county, 

Pennsylvania , two and a half miles west of Uniontown . When he was three years of age, his parents being 
deceased, he was taken to Westmoreland county, Pennsylvania , where he resided with his grandmother, 
Mary Markle , until her death in 1832 , when he went to reside with a cousin, General Cyrus P. Markle . He 
was educated in the old subscription school and spent his early life in farming, clerking and bookkeeping, on 
the farm and in the store and paper mills of his cousin. In April, 1850 , he located in Redstone township, 
Fayette county, Pennsylvania , where he purchased a farm, but soon sold it and later in the same year 
moved to Menallen township , where he purchased a farm two and a half miles from Uniontown . Here he 
resided, farmed and dealt in live stock until 1862 . In that year he was appointed by President Lincoln 
collector of internal revenue for the twenty-first Pennsylvania district, in which office he served most 
effectually for four years, then resigned and returned to his home and farm. He collected and paid over to the 
government during his four years' service over $2,000,000, having in one day collected $100,000 on whiskey 
alone. He held two commissions under President Lincoln , covering his four years as collector and receiver of 
commutation money. 


In 1863 he became one of the organizers and original directors of the First National Bank, which is now the 
leading financial institution of Uniontown . He was elected president of the bank, June 11, 1870 , and 
continued at its head until 1889 , the year of his death. This bank was established in 1854 by John T. Hogg 
as one of his chain of private banks; later it was owned by Isaac Skiles , Jr., until 1864 , when it was 
organized as a national bank, its number on the list of national banks being 270. Under President Thompson 
the bank prospered and entered upon its most successful career. He was a wise financier and laid deep the 
foundations upon which a great financial edifice has risen. He was also president of the Uniontown Building & 
Loan Association, director of the Fayette County Railroad, president of the Fayette County Agricultural 
Society, trustee of Washington and Jefferson College, and a director of the Western Theological Seminary in 
Allegheny City, Pennsylvania . 


He was a Whig in politics until the formation of the Republican party, then cast his lot in the new party. In 
1868 he was a presidential elector and cast his vote for General U. S. Grant for president. In 1873 he was 
elected to the state legislature from Fayette county , reversing a normal Democratic majority of one 2 ¢ 7
